California big horn sheep may be on their way hack to 
the status of°a gameanimal in Washington through the 
courtesy of the British Columbia game branch. 

The California big horn is actually native to Washington 
but became extinct in the state about 30 years ago. In 1957 
the B.C. game brancii trapped 15 big horns in the Williams 
Lake area and presented them to our neighbors to the south 

Released in the 15,000-acre Sinlahekin game farm, situ- 
ated five miles south of Loomis, the herd was increased by 
the arrival of six. lambs in the spring of 1958. Ten more 
youngsters came along this vear and with a 100 per com sur- 
vival the herd has more than doubled. 

State game officials are planning to trap 15 of the ani- 
mals this month-and transfer them to the ‘Tucannon game 
range in the Blue Mountains, 

The manner in which the transplanted sheep have been 
thriving south of the border has revived hopes that they will 
be released in other areas in a few years and eventually be 
classed as legal game again. 

In the meantime. they are serving as excellent tourist 
attractions at Sinlahekin and as another reminder of the fine 
co-operation between B.C. and Washington wildlife depart- 
frents.
